On  pavement  hot  enough  to  frv 
a  foot,  scores  of  thousands  of 
marchers  trudged  towards  City 
Hall  yesterday,  bearing  differing 
standards  down  divergent  pains. 

Dour  from  Polk  Gulch  swept 
the  city's  biggesl-ever  Gay  Libera- 
tion Alliance  parade,  exhibiting 
acres  of  plumage  and  bronzed 
torsos:  Hie  new  cOoTTmTespet  iali\ 
the  numerical  voting  power  of  San 
Francisco 5  homosexual  minority.

Police  estimated  the  marching 
gay  power  at  90,000,  counting  noi 
just  the  130  costumed  units,  but  the 
oceans  of  enthused  spectators  \tho 
closed  ranks  and  joined  the  march 
at  the  end. 

The  gay  parade,  which  com- 
memorates the  launching  of  the 
gay  rights  movement  in  New  York 
in  June.  1969,  vanished  around  the 
bend  and  up  Market  street,  towards 
Castro. 

And  in  its  wake,  up  from 
Market  and  Second  streets,  arrived
